Scout of Los Angeles, who 
plunged 150 feet over a cliff at 
Chantry Flats last Saturday, 
owes his life to the quick ac¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Crew and residents 
of Chantry Flats who found 
him, according to doctors’ re¬ 
ports concerning the still un¬ 
conscious boy last Monday. 

His companion, Bob Carter, 

12, also of Los Angeles, report¬ 
ed to Scoutmaster John Gussin 
at 2:30 p.m. that Tholl was 
missing. Gussin enlisted the 
aid of Bill Adams, who owns 
the pack station at Chantry 
Flats. 

Adams found Hubert Herrick, 
who owns a cabin on Winter 
Creek, and his visitor, Ralph 
‘‘Red’’ Sliangraw. While the 
four men formed a searching 
party Adams telephoned the Si¬ 
erra Madre Search and Rescue 
Crew, bringing Sierra Madreans 
Larry Shepherd, Fred LaLone, 

Bill Wark, Bill Wolfson and 
Dan Korby, a Los Angeles po¬ 
liceman who happened to be 
visiting Wark at the time. They 
arrived at the scene at about 
8 p.m. 

The men worked in a circle, 
groping through the darkness 
with flashlights and calling to was 
the boy in hopes of arousing 
him—but there was no answer. 
Adams kept in touch with those 
at the Flats by telephone sta¬ 
tions along the way. Herrick 
and Shangraw, who know the 
country well, made a map to 
circle the spot where they felt 
the boy must be, and the search 
continued. 

At 9:30 Shangraw heard what 
sounded like a person in deep 
sleep. He couldn’t see the boy, 
but he knew he had found him. 

Tholl was crumpled in the roots 
of a tree, two feet away from 
Shangraw. When Shangraw an¬ 
nounced his discovery, the res¬ 
cue crew came down the moun¬ 
tain with ropes and stretcher.

$5,500 and not including the 
rare family heirlooms. 

Other fires throughout the 
year are not excusable and al¬ 
though not as costly, indicate 
we were just as careless. If we 
permit any of the above to hap¬ 
pen, or go away from an out¬ 
door fire and it spreads to other 
regions, or we smoke in bed 
and fortunately awaken before 
the bed catches afire, we are 
none the less as guilty of care¬ 
lessness as those who have 
costly fires. 

We want to seriously thank 
the many friends for helping 
us to make the annual Christ¬ 
mas affair a great success. 
Without this event, there prob¬ 
ably would not be a fire de¬ 
partment.

Virginia Pittinger, wife of A. 
Lincoln Pittinger now on an 
engineering job in Athens, 
Greece, writes to The News 
about the experiences she is 
sharing with her husband and 
three children during a year's 
absence from their home in Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

If the language of the tongue 
were our only means of com¬ 
munication here in Greece we 
Americans would be handi¬ 
capped indeed. For our tongues 
are most effectively tied by our 
Phi Beta Kappa, Sigma Chi, 
Delta Upsilon knowledge of 
Greek. Fortunately our hands 
are free, and the signs for most 
important functions and neces¬ 
sities are blessedly universal. 

Besides, the Greeks are kind. 
Many of them speak a little 
English, others a little French 
and they are all heroic in their 
efforts to carry on conversa¬ 
tions with us. But: for those of 
us who wish to display a little 
heroism of our own and speak 
Greek to the Greeks, it is a 
frustrating business. Consider 
the alphabet alone. Even 
though you know that in Greek 
‘i’ is as in ‘mill’ — you can’t 
say it if you don’t, recognize it, 
and you don’t recognize it be¬ 
cause in the Greek alphabet it’s 
an ’h.’ And ‘p’ is ‘r’ and ‘b’ is 
‘v’ and ‘x’ is ‘h’ and there is no 
‘j’ sound at all. Thus Pittinger 
is -htthntsep! 

But we keep on trying. One 
day we ran out of gas on a 
highway outside Athens. We 
waited 15 minutes for someone 
to stop and finally, even as in 
the U.S.A., a truck driver pulled

Sign language goes just so 
far. It is subject to too wide 
interpretations. Like the time 
I tried to buy a wash cloth and, 
after rubbing my hands over 
my face until it was sore, came 
up with a razor, face cream, 
face soap, shaving cream and 
after-shave 1 o t i o n—but no 
wash cloth. Even after I had 
indicated that the cloth would 
be used elsewhere than on the 
face I got only talcum powder!

amount of “labor” in propor¬ 
tion to the amounts received. 
By “labor” he referred to the 
need of more persons to help 
in canvassing and other actions 
necessary to the successful 
completion of the campaign’s 
objective to raise $6000.
